Cost of Strike Trials. 


The costly and unparalleled amount of 
litigation in connection with the teamsters’ 
strike is set forth in a report made yester- 
day to the Chicago Federation of Labor by 
its attorneys, Daniel L. Cruice, and A. §. 
Langille. Statistics show that nineteen law- 
yers were kept busy for four months in de- 
} fending the union men arrested durihg the 
trouble. 

In that period,the report says, 56 ‘union 
men‘ were arrested on 709 charges. Of this 
number 489 wer teamsters, and the remain- 
der members of other organizations. | ‘ines 
amounting to $678 were assessed against 
157 of the defendants, and the other. court 
‘costs brought the total expense of litigation 
up to $1,783. 

The comparative combativeness of the

Various Causes for Arrests. 


Disorderly conduct was the charge on 
which 477 arrests were made. Four men 
were arrested for blockading the streets, 19 
for resisting the police, and 20 for violation 
of various city ordinances. Arrests were 
made also on 189 state charges, 100 of these 
arrests being for assault. 

The report asserts that nonunion drivers 
hired by the Employers’ association were 
responsible for much of the disturbance in 
the streets, and the labor attorneys say that, 
whileonly 25per cent of the union men arrest- 
ed were found guilty, nearly 60 per cent of the 
nonunionists were fined. Of the strike- 
breakers 187 were arrested and 127 found 


guilty. 

'  Jn-eonelusion the attorneys make the fol- 
lowing comment: 

| “We are pleased to state that during the 
teamsters’ strike we have learned :of no 
union man who has been found guilty of car- 
rying concealed weapons, and would cajl your 
attention to the eighty-four strikebreakers 
arrested and the sixty-two convicted for the 
offense of carrying concealed weapons.” 


Freight Handlers Avert Strike. 


The labor horizon was cleared in part by 
the subsidence of the freight handlers’ dis- 
pute. The union decided to accept the con- 
ditions of the last year and thus averted the 
threatened strike which has been hanging 
fire for a week. 

Five railroad companies which have herec- | 
ments with the freight handlers renewed 
these contracts. They are the Chicago and 
._Eastern Illinois, the Santa Fé, the Burling- 
ton, the Northwestern, and the IHinois Cen- 
tral. The Wabash, which does not enter into 
agreements with its employés, posted notices 
in freighthouses stating that the old terms 
will prevail for another year. This example 
was followed by the Monon and the Ba ti- 
more and Ohio. 


More Printers Called Out. 


Chicago Typographical union No. 16 bites 
one more strike in the afternoon. The firm 
affected is the New Voice Publishing: com- 
pany, which employs four compositors. Or- 
ganizer John C. Harding said 120 concerns 
had signed the eight’ hour day agreement. 

Secretary Hamm of the Chicago Typocthetz 
expressed the opinion that many of the eight 
hour contracts were conditional upon the 
union scoring a victory over the big printing 
houses. + He said he had received letters dur- 
ing the day from more than fifty “ inde- 
| pendent” firms who pledged. codperation in 
resisting the union. These concerns are said 
to employ about 350 men. 


Verdict for Painters’ Union: 


The refusal of union men to work with a 
nonunionist does not constitute ground for | 
damages, according to a decision given by 
Judge Gary in the Superior court. John 'P, 
Burgher said he was expelled from: local 
union No. 147 of the Brotherhood of Painters, 
and had been unable afterwards to obtain 


by the members of the union. He asked $35, - 
000 damages. Judge Gary held that the union 
painters had-a right to refuse to work with 
Burgher, and he instructed the jury to. bring 
in a verdict for the defendants.

Concerning the charge 
that the names of the/jurymen were-kept 
secret until they were impaneled, all I can 
say is that it was our busin®ss to keep the 
names secret. .No one had any business to 
know the names weeks before they were 
served oF impaneled.”’ 


DR. W. R. HARPER UNDERGOES 
SLIGHT SURGICAL GPERATION. 


Rumors Regarding University Presi- 
dent’s Health Set at Rest by State- 
ment from Dr. Frank Billings. 


More alarming reports concerning the phy- 
sical condition of President W. R. Harper 
of the University of Chicago were heard 
yesterday on the campus. One of these was 
to the effect that Dr. Harper was failing in 
strength; another, that a new Operation was 
to be performed. 

In the evening Dr. Harper’s physician made 
a detailed statement of the actual! condition 
of his patient. This statement was: 

“On Monday a week ago Dr. Harper re- 
turned home and during the week suffered 
from indigestion, the result of intestinal re- 
tention. On Sunday a minor operation oe 
performed by Drs. Murphy and Bevan, whic 
was so slight tbat neither chloroform coe 
ether was réquired. Dr. Harper has reacted 
and has taken food all day and has a normal 
pulse and temperature. The statement of his 
physicians is that he will be up and about 
his ugual affairs within a few days. 

“Inasmuch as Dr. Harper’s géneral health 
is good and the operation so insignificant, no 
further statements will be made by his phy- 
sicians.

There was confusion at the opening of 
the Superior and Circuit courts yesterday. 
Hundreds of lawyers and prospective jury- 
men rushed through the halls of the Fort 
Dearborn building, where the offices of the 
clerks of the courts are located, and where 
the majority of the courtrooms are, trying 
to find the proper rooms. For a time nearly 
200 persons were packed in a small ballway 
trying to get into the two elevators set 
aside for the court service. When lawyers 
and other persons went into the regular en- 
trance of the Fort Déarborn building they 
were directed to 184 Clark street by a loud 
voiced elevator starter, who said:

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WIND TOO HIGH YESTERDAY FOR 
ATTEMPTING FLIGHT. 


Aeronant Knabenshue Says He Can 
Handle Craft in a Twelve Mile 
Breese, but Thinks Limit of Eight 
Safer, and Wifl Try When Weath- 

“ er Conditions <Aceord with His 
Views—Big Crowds Watch in Vain 
for Expected Wonder. 


Aeronaut Knabenshue will make an at- 
tempt to sail over Chicago in his airship 
today. The wind yesterday was too high for 
him to make the trip in safety. — 

Preparations were making all day for the 
trip and thousands crowded to the White City 
to witness the start of the flight. The police 
had to drive back the crowds that gathered 
at the gate, Telephone operators answered 
questions as to the prospect of the trip every 
minute of the day. 

Late in the afternoon the rudder of the air- 
ship broke, while Knabenshue was trying to 
adjust it.

One brother, Fred, who Lives 
at 6437 Monroe avenue, is paying teller in the 
First National bank of this city. 

Atwood had been at the Anderson hotel in 
Pittsbur for several days. His friends 
think disappointment in love may have 
hastened his self destruction. At the office 
of the firm by which he was employed he was 
spoken of as an excellent salesman. It was 
the theory of his employers that drink was 
the cause of his suicide.

RAIN -IN - -THE = FACE. 


| PR a Sept. 18;—[ Special. ]— 
Rain in the Face, the Sioux Indian chief 
who is reputed to havé killed Gen. Custer 
at the battle of the Little Big Horn in June, 

died today at the Bullhead station, 
Standing Rock reservation, N. D., in his six- 
ty-third year. 

His reputed deeds during the Custer mas- 
sacre had made Rain in the Face an im- 
portant historical character. He was declared 
to have joined Sitting Bull’s hostile band 
two years before the fight for the purpose of 
killing Gen. Custer and carrying away the 
heart of Col..Tom Custer. brother of the 
general. 

This hatred of the Custer brothérs harked 
back to the murder of an army surgeon and 

a trader when they stopped to water their 
Sarees on the Red river in 1873. A scout in 
the fall of 1874 brought word that Rain in 
the Face did the murder to Gen. Custer at 


the Standing Rock reservation and took the 
thief a prisoner. 

The chief was confined to ‘the guardhouse 
after having boastfully conféssed the crime. 
Winter game. and Rain in the Face lay upon 
the floor, without as much as a blanket to 
cover him, and at times the snow would 
Grift In inches deep. It was in this misera- 

le prison that he first conceived the Intense 

tred, he bore both the general and hie 
brother. 

' In the spring of 1875 he: escaped and at 
once joined Sitting Bull. Whether he per- 
bonally secured vengeance on the Custers 
in the massacre of June 26, 1876, is a disputed 
question. He boasted that he had killed 
them both and had “ cut the heart out of 
Col. Custer.” In his later years, however, 
he was not so positive about it. 

Rain in the Face was one of six brothers, 
a fullblooded Unkpaha Sioux, and of great 
paysees prowess..

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HISSOURI FLOOD SWEPT 


TWELVE PERSONS ARE SAID TO 
HAVE BEEN DROWNED. 


Rivulets Become Raging Torrents 4 
Mile Wide — Central Missouri 

° Towns Are Cut on, Many Having 
Received No Mail for Three Days, 
and Prospects Are Dark for Relief 
—Railroad Traffic Between Kansas 
City and St. Locis Cut Of. 


St. Louis. Mo., Sept. 18.—[Special. }—One of 
the worst floods in Missouri at this season of 
the year is now raging through the Missouri 
river bottoms. In places twelve inches of 
rain has fallen in the last three or four days. 
Ali streams and rivers are out of their banks, 
and some, not more than a few yards wide, 
are now raging floods, from one to three miles 
wide. 

Thousands of acres of corn land are under 
water and farmers will suffer a tremendous 
loss. Hundreds of head of live stock have 
been drowned.

| BERLIN, Sept. a tarewiti dinner by 
the American Association of Commerce and 
Trade, in Berlin, was given at the Hotel 
Kaiserhof tonight,to Frank H. Mason, the 
retiring American leonsul general here, who 
is to succeed’ John K. Gowdy as consul gen- 
eral at Paris, All the prominent members of 
the American colony and numerous repre- 
sentatives of commercial interests 
were present. Many American consuls in 
Germany, on behalf of whom Frank 8. Han- 
pah, consul at burg, presented Mr. 
Mason with a silver loving cup, also attended. 
A handsome testimonial of regard was also 
ven Mr. Mason on behalf of many of his 
rlin friends, by F. Hessenberg. 
Charlemagne Tower, the American ambas- 
sador, presided. e proposed the health of 
President Roosevelt and then that of Em- 
peror William and the mémbers of the im- 
perial family. : 
director von Kcdrner, head of the depart- 
ment of foreign commerce in the foreign of- 
fice, who was delegated to represent the im- 
erial government, made the first address, 
e said that the relations between Germany 
see the United States were manifold and 
rested on a firm basis. No two countries in 
the world, he added, had made such progress 
in the last few decades. 


Belong Together Economically. 

Privy Councilor Goldberger, who is one 
of the close advisers of the German govern- 
‘iment in commercia] matters and the author 
of a book the United States entitled * The 
Land of Unlimited Possibilities,” insisted 
that the United States and Germany be- 
longed together economically, each supple- 
menting the other. He dismissed the idea 
of.any militant customs policy, which, he 
said, could only please the commercial rivals 
of both countries, 

He admitted that the majority of the 
American people desired at the present time 
to maintain the high protective tariff and 
were opposed to commercial treaties, with 
uncondgitional most favored nation treat- 
ment, for long periods. Germany, on the 
other hand, as a consequence of its present 
commercial policy, must terminate its ex- 
isting agreement with the United States. 
Otherwise, it would be quitting the paths of 
its commercial policy as already constitu- 
tionally determined on, and would be acting 
contrary to the spirit, if not the text, of the 
treaties already concluded with seven Euro- 
pean countries. 

Herr Goldberger pleaded for a reciprocity 
treaty in the sense of President McKinley's 
last political utterance, but said that so far 
as possible equivalent advantages must be 
given. 

‘ Time Ripe for Treaty. 

Ambassador Tower, after dwelling at length 
on the personal aspects of Consul General 
Mason's departure, said: 

“The present time ig most favorable for 
the purpose of commercial intercourse, be- 
cause there is a strong interest felt in Ger- 

many in the affairs of the United States. 


stantly tending toward sympathy with the. 
(Inited States anil to a good understanding. 
* The relations of the two countries have never 
been as good as now." 

Mr. Mason said that the present harmony 
in the commercial relations of Germany and 
the United States was creditable and profita- 
ble to both countries, and how to preserve it 
was a subject near to the hearts of all pres- 
ent. The speaker continued: 

“The problem is a complex and serious 
one, and let us frankly recognize its diffi- 
culties. Its solution will probably involve 
concessions on both sides which may be difi- 
cult, especially on the part of our govern- 
ment, to harmonize with existing laws and 
established .economical principles; but we 
all hope that, with patience and good will on 
both sides, a satisfactory arfangement ulti- 
mately can be reached.” 


MORE ANTI-PEACE MEETINGS. 


Japanese Divided in Attitude Toward 
Settlement, but Violence Is 
Curbed. 


TOKIO, Sept. 18.—Anti-peace treaty dem- 
onstrations continue to be held in different 
localities; the meetings passing condemna- 
tory resolutions; but there has been no 
further violence. The mempbers of the 
progressive party are united, but the consti- 
tutionalists are divided in their attitude to- 
ward the peace settlement, some branches 
having passed resolutions contradictory of 
the pro-govern t statement of its terms. 


Taft Assures Roosevelt. 

Oyster Bay, L. L., Sept. 18. +Secretary Taft 
in a cablegram from Tokio has conveyed to 
the president the assurances of the Japa- 
nese government, given to him personally, 
that the recent riots in Japan were not anti- 
American demonstrations. Secretary Taft 
says the rioting has subsided, and that the 
members’ of his party have not been sub- 
jected to, the ledst indignity. He expresses 
confidence that the friendship of Japan for 
America is abiding. 


INSISTS ROOSEVELT SAID IT. 


French Correspondent Accused of Fake 
Interview with President Declares 
Latter Was Not Misquoted.

Seattle, Wash., Sept. 18.—Sixty buildings 
were destroyed by fire at Nome, Alaska, the 
night of Sept. 13, causing a loss estimated 
at $200,000.

have an economi¢al administration of the 
army and navy. The attention of the prest- 
dent has been called to the need of fixing the 
responsibility. The navy complains it ts im- 
possible for it to have an economical adminis- 
tration when its chief is shifted with such 
frequency, as in the past, to another de- 
partment. 

Since 1901 there have been at the head Pe 
the navy department John D. Long, Massa- 
chusetts; W. H. Moody, Massachusetts; Paul 
Morton, Illinois; and Charles J. Bonaparte, 
Maryland, Mr. Bonaparte will remain in his 
present office only a few months, the presi- 
dent having announced that some time next 
gummer he will be transferred to the depart- 


ment of justice. The result is that one sec- 


retary of the navy will issue an order which 
will be countermanded by his successor. 


War Department Changes Fewer. 

There has been more permanency in the 
war department, Eilihu Root having re- 
mained five years, when he was sheceeded 
by W. H. Taft. Mr. Bonaparte is endeayor-~ 
ing to carry out the president's ideas with 
regard to fixing responsibility. In ordering 
the court martial of Commander Lucien 
Young, who commanded the Bennington, 
which experienced the frightful bofier acci- 
dent at San Diego, hé has turned the navy 
almost upside down. When the old engineer 
corps was in existence the engineer officers 
alone were responsible for the condition of 
the machinery department of a ship. In a 
general way only was the captain responsi- 
ble. 
independence with respect to his department 
that the medical officers did to the health 
of the crew or the pay officer with respect 
to the disbursement of moneys. — 

Secretary Bonaparte, by his action in Com- 
mander Young’s case, has given the navy to 
understand that the commanding officer of 
a vessel has direct, as well as indirect, re- 
sponsibility. The result will be to cause the 
naval commanders to exercise greater super- 
vision in every department of their men of 
war. It is an increase of work and responsi- 
bility which is not relished, but tends to 
greater efficiency, and as this is what the 
president wants, Secretary Bonaparte’s ac- 
tion has met with executive approval.

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THE FARCE ON LAKE ERIE. 


Apparently the masters of American fish- 
ing tugs plying on Lake Erie feel thai life is 
a hollow void of neglected opportunities un- 
less they occasionally slip over into ‘Cana- 
dian waters and draw the fire of a Canadian 
patrol boat. Lake Erie has been the scene 
of many a heroic and stirring incident this 
summer. American fishing crews regularly 
go over the boundary line and the patrol 
boats do their duty. The latest engagement 
“between them is typical. The Harry C. 
Barnhurst, American tug, was discovered 
by-the Vigilant, Canadian; cruiser, pursu- 
ing the even tenor of its illegal way by fish- 
ing eight mijes inside the Canadian line. A 
demand for the tug’s surrender followed. 
Capt. Fasel, commanding the tug, rémem. 
bering the sayings of great Americans under 
similar circumstances, rose nobly to his op- 
portunity. “ Americans never surrender!” 
he shouted; and he put on full steam and 
ran for the boundary line, forgetting that 
Americans should never run. The cruiser 
shot away portions of the tug’s upper works 
and wounded two men; but there was no 
surrender. All true Americans will feel 
proud to read that the noble little tug easily 
outran the patrol boat. The Barnhurst 
came “ limping into port ” with the chip stil] 
on the doughty captain’s shoulder. 

Considering that there is no dispute con- 
cerning the boundaries of the Lake Erie fish- 
ing waters, the conduct of the American 
crews is hardly expicable. They know that 
by crossing the line they violate the bounda- 
ry law and invite pursuit and possible dam- 
age or capture by the Canadian government

»Count Hulsen iheswbion. whe must net be 
confounded with Field Marshai Count Haese- 
ler, a much older man, can boast of being 
about the only man for whim the kaiser 
ever has played the role of Cupid. For fit- 
teen years ago young Hulsen, who was 
merely a good looking major at the time, and 
one of the officers in waiting on the em- 
peror, found himself head over ears in love 
with the beautiful Mile. Hildegarde von 
Lucadou, daughter of the general of that 
hame, and one of the gréatest heiresses in 
Germany. The major, who had little beyond 
his pay, his father being the director gener- 
al of the Royal theaters, found that his 
suit was displeasing to the parents of the 
object of his worship, and after due en- 
couragement by the emperor made a clean 
breast to him of the whole affair. 

The Kaiser thereupon took upon himself 
to secure the consent of Gen. and Mme. 
von Luecadou, and one day drove to their 
house quite alone, but in full uniform, 
bearing a huge bouquet. This he presented 
to Mme. von Lucadou, at the same time 
making a formal request for the hand of 
the daughter of the general and herself for 
his favorite adjutant, Maj. von Hulsen. It 
is scarcely necessary to say that this step 
on the part of the kaiser removed all ob- 
stacles. For not only were the girl’s parents 
afraid of giving offefise to their sovereign 
but they likewise realized that an officer 
whose cause the kaiser championed to such 
a degree was naturally destined toa brilliant 
career,

The marriage took place ih 1892 in the 
presence of the emperor and empress, the 
parents of the bride ‘settling a large sum 
of money upon her, which has been enormous- 
ly increased since their death, as they were 
colossally rich, their wealth having been 
umassed by the Lucadou family in trade and 
industry. Two years after the marriage the 
emperor conferred thé rank of count upon 
his favorite aid, authorizing him at the 
same time to add to his. own name the 
ancient one of his mother, who had been a 
Countess von Haeseler. His military pro- 


motion advanced by leaps and by bounds .« 


He was advanced in rapid succession to 
lieutenant colonel, colonel, major general. 
lieutenant general, and finally to the post of 
chief of the military cabinet, while every 
now and again the eniperor would organize 
something in the nature of surprise parties 
for his ald de camp. That is to say, the 
latter would return home from the palace 


and find assembled inj his dining room the 


emperor and a chosen party of friends, the 

whole table decked out with wines and 
dishes brought from the palace in the em- 
peror’s own fourgon. 

All sorts of stories are current as to the 
fall from grace of the erstwhile favorite. 
But it is generally believed to be due to er- 
rors of judgment in the reconimendation of 
names for promotion and for commands. 

Baron Salomon Gunzberg, who committed 
suicide the other day by blowing out his 
brains at his house in Paris, in consequence, 
it is said, of disastrous speculations in sugar, 
is the son of that wonderful old Baron Ury 
Gunzberg, who, after acquiring an altogether 
colossal fortune in Ruseia, partly in grain at 
Odessa and partly by financial deals at St. 
Petersburg, betook himself to Paris to enjoy 
his wealth, and played a prominent rdéle ir 
the French capital towards the close of the 
second Napoleonic empire, h§s entertain- 
ments at his palace in the Rug de Tilsit ex- 
citing amazement by their inor@inate luxury, 
even in that era of insane travagance. 
The mansion was in those days the most 
gorgeous in Paris, and the magnificent Gobe- 
lin tapestries, representing scenes from the 
life of “Don Quixote” were celebrated 
throughout Europe and a source of inordi- 
nate envy of the Empress Eugénie. 

While the Gunzbergs, who have remained 


‘the principal Jewish banking and grain house 


in Russia, had no foothold in society at St. 
Petersburg, and were barred from court, yet 
the members of the reigning house of Russia 
never disdained to accept their hospitality 
at Paris, and the Grand Duke and Grand 
Duchess Viadimir in particular were in the 
habit of frequently attending their splendid 
shooting parties in their big game preserves 
in the neighborhood of Versailles. 
—_ 


The Gunzbergs do not, however, seem to 
have entertained the same regard for the 
financial honor of their name as the Roths- 
childs and other great Jewish houses of 
finance in Europe. For about twelve years 
ago I remember one of the brothers of Baron 
Salomon, who has just committed suicide, 
failing at Paris for an enormous sum, withb- 
out the other members of his family coming 
to his rescue. The crisis in his affairs was 
ascribed largely to his ¢xtravagance in con- 
nection with the Parisian half world, and 
there is on record his having|paid a bill of 
$250,000 merely for the lingerie of the at that 
time lovely demi-mondaine, Alice Howard. 

Baron Jacques Gunzberg, frough the 
threats of his father to withdraw all his in- 
terests from Russia, ma@naged to secure a 
commission in one of the crack regiments of 
the guard at St. Petersburg. But, asin the 
case of Baron Beichroéeder in a similar in- 
stance at Berlin, the other officers of the 
regiment, by means of boycott and analagous 
measures, made life so intolerable for him 
that he was giad to resign. 

~~ 


Another of the brothers, Baron Horace 
Gunzberg, undertook to prove to the late 
ezar the  baselessness of the pop- 
ular belief prevailing in Russia that 
Jews were as a rule unfitted for 
agricultural labor, and disinclined thereto, 
by setting apart 10,000 acres of his estates in 
the province of Bessarabia as a settlement 
for Jewish agriculturists. And, inasmuch 
as the persecution of the Jews by the Russian 
government has been mainly due to the con- 
viction that Jews were injurious to agricul- 
ture, the staple industry of the empire, and 
that by establishing themselves everywhere 
as traders and money lenders they sapped the 
resources and reduced to poverty and ruin 
the peasantry engaged in agriculture, the 
baron arranged that on the 10,000 acres which 
he had set apart for hdés experiment the Jews 
should be restricted exclusively to agricul- 
ture,, and debarred from trade, ana that 
should stores, money lending establishments, 
ar dramehops be found tlecessary, they could 
only be kept by Gentiles. It is greatiy to be 
regretted that before this mcst interesting 
and important expériment could be brought 
to a conclusion Baron Horacewied, and not 
long afterwards the late czar'himself was 
gathered to his fathers, and the matter was 
allowed to drop. 

Baron Salomon Gunzberg is by no means 
the first conspicuous mémber of his race to 
take his own life. Especially among those 
of them who have inherited great wealth, 
there is a vyeln of melancholy. which leads 
them, in the event of misfortuné, to magnify 


their sorrows and to seek relief from them 


in self-inflicted death, atid one could ehnum- 
erate quite a long list of suicides of this kind, 
commencing with that of Baron Reinach.

LONDON’S POPULATION 
OFFERS DIFFICULTIES, 


Metropolis of the World Still Grow- 
ing Aboye the Present Census of 
7,000,000 — Problem Becoming 
Greater Every Day — Pauper 
Classes Hold Balance of Power, 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Sept. 10.—Two hundred years 
ago, when Kensington was a rural village 
and Bloomebury a favorite suburb for duel- 
ists, some wise citizens met im conference to 
debate how to prevent the intolerable and un- 
ceasing growth of London. 

They discovered no plan. London is still 
growing and spreading outward and up- 
ward, with cumulative rapidity. Bach year 
she sucks in fresh villages, each year her 
central streets mount higher. The new pe * 
ume of “ London Statistics,” a useful a 
ponderous annual of 654 pages, published by 
the London county council, presents a mass 
of figures almost overwhelming. 

Greater London today contains 30 per cent 
more people than the whole of Canada, and 
40 per cent more than Australasia from 
British New Guinea to Tasmania.* The- in- 
habitants of Norway and Switzerland com- 
bined come to little more than three-quarters 
of London’s great familyi Each year the 
capital receives an increase equal to the 
total residents in Middlesbrough. 


Population Centers in Inner London. 

Allowing for the growth since the last 
census, the total population of London and 
outer London today cannot be much less 
than 7,000,000. This increase is centrifugal 
in distribution. The population of the city 
has declined 80 per cent in a century, and 
for every five people sleeping there in 1805 
there is only one today. The county of 
London has in the same time increased six- 
fold, but the increase in inner London has 
almost reached its limit. The main growth 
now is in what is known as the “outer ring,”’ 
the great district outside the county, but 
under the metropolitan police. There the 
population has multiplied 50 per cent in 
ten years, and is showing a greater prcopor- 
tionate and actual gain each year. 

This growth shows no sign of stopping. 
The number of foreign born people living in 
London has more than doubled in twenty 
years, leaving out of count the children of 
foreigners born in this country. The foreign 
born people in London today far exceed the 
combined populations of the two counties 
of Herefordshire and Rutland. 

The birth rate of London has steadily di- 
minished, being 26.565 in 1867, and only 28.4 
in 1908. The effect of this has, however, been 
counteracted by a decline in the death rate, 
which in the year covered by these returns 
reached the amazingly low figure of 15.2 per 
thousand. 

Public Utilities Multiplying. 

The ratable value of London is rising even 
faster than the population, but this may be 
as much due to the eager desire of the local 
authorities to augment their incomes as to 
a real increase of values. The number of 
municipal services for the people ig multi- 
plying. In recent years London has taken 
over its own tramways, it now owns its 
own water supply, public steamers run on 
the Thames, electric supply is more and 
more drifting into the hands of the borough 
councils, and the total of public baths, libra- 
ries, washhouses, and parks is ever growing. 
One borough, Camberwell, now boasts its 
municipal Turkish baths. 

The most ominous features of the returns 
are the disproportionate deaths of young 
children in various districts, the growth of 
lunacy, the increase of pauperism, the large 
proportion of unpunished crimes, and the 
heavy rise An debt and rates, 

In Shoreditch, out of every 1,000 children 
born 171 die before they are a year old. In 
Hampstead, out of the same number only 
88 die. This one fact gives the different con- 
ditions of health in east and west more viv- 
idly than a mass of detailed comparisons. 
In the county of London the deaths average 
one in each seven minutes, day and night, 
ali the year round. 


Behind in Epidemic Diseases. 
London is conspicuously behind most of 
the leading foreign capitals in freedom from 
the leading epidemic diseases. Our death 
rate from these is twice as high as that of 


most, of the great European capitals. St. 


Petersburg, however, leaves London behind, 
doubling our average. It is notable that 
Shoreditch, which has unhappily preémi- 
nence for its infant death rate, also ranks 
es one of the two leading epidemic centers of 
Lordon. Pop!sristheother. Thereare more 
than five times as many deaths, proportion- 
ately, from epidemics in Shoreditch than 
there are in Hampstead. 

The most héalthy suburb In London is 
Hampstead, its death and disease returns 
being far below those of any other, except 
ite friendly rival, Lewisham. Next to these, 
but with a distance between them, come 
Wandsworth and Stoke Newington. Finsbury 
has the highest death rate, with Holborn and 
Shoreditch following after. For every seven 
persons who die in Hampstead, thirteen in 
proportion to population die in Finsbury. 

The number of paupers, both outdoor and 
indoor, grows year after year. There are 
no fewer than 136,000 paupers and pauper 
lunatics now chargeable to the rates, taking 
the figures for ome day ae a criterion; This 
shows an increase for four years of over 
11,000. Londoners are paying about sixteen 
shillings per head for the relief of the poor. 
In Lancaster the cost is less than six shil- 
lings per head. Even this enormous relief 
does not meet the probiem of poverty. 

A census of the streets on one winter night 
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been so out of the ordinary that the perform- 
ance is apt to linger in the , and the 
‘conclusions be that the eve has been 


rather interestingly spent. 
The story is as strange as the form. ‘Walter 
Corbin and Richard Ainslee had been college 
chums, and one day, in a game of sport, Cor- 
bin had struck Ainslee a blow on the side 
of the head, which had indented slightly the 
skull, and the pressure of the bone on the 
brain had made the young fellow mentally 
peculiar and morally unreliable. He was 
not crazy, but his sense of right and wrong 
seemed to have been dylled. He forged his 
father’s and his brother’s name on different 
occasions, and during ee six years since 
the accident occurred had brought nothing 
but sorrow and anxiety to his family. 

His sister, Mabel, became engaged to Cor- 
bin, but Ainslee, in one of his wild moments, 
played a trick which so compromised Corbin 
that the young girl broke off the engagement. 
Corbin had gone to Bar Harbor while 
there had chanced to meet a Mrs. Leffing- 
well, who, with her husband, was summer- 
ing at the resort. Ainsilee one night secured 
a pair of Mrs. Leffiingwell’s riding boots and 
placed them on a fire escape by Corbin’s 
window, where they were seen. Mr. 
fingwell was foolishly jealous of his wife, 
and, believing that her good name was at 
stake, he had permitted himself to be bled 
of a large sum of money by Ainslee, who 
pretended to be a detective and was about 
to expose Mrs, Leffingwell’s perfidy. Corbin 
suffered in silence, because the exposing of 
Ainslee’s condition and identity meant sor- 
row to Mabel, 


o> 

Such are the conditions when the play opens. 
Mrs. Bonrer, wife of a succéssful painter, 
is just giving a dinner to a number of people 
who are pessible purchasers of her husband's 
pictures. Mabel Ainsilee is vigiting her and 
among the guests expected are Mr. and Mrs. 
Leffingwell and a young fellow of whom Mr. 
Bonner is insanely jealous, but for whom 
Mrs. Bonner really cares nothing. . A fearful 
blizzard—‘‘ the warst since Roscoe Conkling 
died ’’—is raging, and the guests fail to ar- 
rive. Walter Corbin chances in, however, 
having Been caught in the storm, and wishes 
to use the phone to call a cab. He finds he 
cannot get to towm, and is induced to stay. 
He meets Mabel, and, explaining again the 
episode of the “boots, is taken into favor 
again, 

Ainslee also comes, meets Mra. Bonner, and 
shows her a telegram telling of Mabel’s death. 
It is a forged message, designed to secure a 
loan of $100 from the Bonners. Mabel her- 
self faces the young man, and he confesses 
to her that he again has forged a note and 
must have the money before morning in or- 
der to save himself. Mrs. Bonmer, who is 
called to the phone, receives word that all her 
guests have been detained by the storm. She 
insists on Ainslee’s remaining and he con 
sents until he hears that Mrs. Leffingwell is 
coming. Then he makes a hurried excuge and 
rushes out. A cry for help is heard and Mrs. 
Leffingwell is found to be stuck in a snow 
drift at the gate. Corbin and the maid rush 
out to rescue her, and she enters shivering 
and almost frozen, is called to the phone by 
her husband, and the first act ends in a verita- 
ble hurly burly of noisy farce. 

In the second act Mrs .Bonver’s father, 
Dr. Rumsey, who is 72 tn age, is sitting in 
the studio with Corbin. The guests have had 
to be put up for the night, and Corbin and 
the doctor are to occupy the studio. They 
have a long conversation, in which the doc- 
tor explains all the mystertes of osteopathy. 
He tells how he was at one time made men- 
tally unbalanced by being struck by a favor- 
ite horse, and later was cured by a single 
osteopathic treatment. Corbin is interested, 
for he thinks that possibly Ainslee could be 
cured in similar fashion. While they are 
talking Ainslee comes as a burglar to try 
to steal his sister’s Jewels, and pawn them, 
in order to raise the $100. Corbin and the 
doctor capture him, bind him, and, during 
the following five hours of the night the 
doctor treats him osteopathically, removes 
the pressure, and makes an honest, sane, 
and incidentally repentantly explanatory 
man of him. The mystery of the boots is 
cleared up’ te “the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned, Corbin and Mabel are united, and 
the jealousy of the Leffingwells is cured—at 
least everybody hopes so. 

~~ a 

The performance itself is thoroughty com- 
mendable, for the cast contains players of 
acknowledged abilities, each of whom is suit- 
ably placed. Mr. Courtenay, as Corbin, is 
lover, athlete, comedian, and farceur each 
in turn, and the turns are many, and yet he 
slips easily and gracefully from the one to 
the other and leaves a pleasing impression 
at the close. He has much to do, so far as 
quantity and variety are concerned, but lit- 
tle that stands out as particularly trying. 

Mr, Serrano, as the mentally disturbed 
Ainslee, does some effective work in the first 
act, when by facial expression, a restless 
look in the eyes, a slightly twisted position 
of the head, and quick movements he sug- 
gests the man who is not quite normal in 
mind and character. It is a skillful hand- 
ling of the most difficult role tn the play. 
Mr. Harmon gives a peculiarly true and sym- 
pathetic impersonation of the deaf doctor 
and Mr. Lilford plays a patronizing hired 
butler with good understanding. 

Miss Hammond is graceful and womanly 
as Mrs. Bonner. Mrs. Adams gives a sweet 
portrayal of the elderly wife of the doctor. 
Miss Busley is amusing in a thankless role 
of the servant Nora, and Miss Laurel plays 
Mabel simply and sympathetically. Her 
farce scene of accusation with Mr. Lefiing- 
well in the last act is especially weil handled. 
Miss Dlington as Mrs. Leffingwell, has one of 
the smallest and least important parts in the 
play. She does the farcical frozen scene at 
the climax of the first act in dashing and 
amusing style, and in the other two acts 
accomplishes with ease and in entirely sat- 
isfactory manner all that is required of her. 
The play is handsomely staged and cos- 
tumed, but the waits between acts last night 
were inexcusably long.

MORE PARENTS COMPLAIN OF

Principals Said to Have Pupils Whipped 


by Janitors or Engineers in Order to 
Evade ig es of Board. | 


The ciel that public school srlrictphte, by 
subterfuge, regularly violate the rule of the 
school board prohibiting corpora} punishment 
was made yesterday in letters received by 
members of the board of edutation. The 
school trustees said they would demand an 
investigation and punish evefy principal 
ng guilty of evading even thé spirit of the 
rule. 

Although principals do not aétually whip 
their unruly pupils, it is said they get the 
engineer or janitor to do so, or else tell the 
parents that if they do not make their chil- 
dren behave the principal will siispend them. 

** It is just ae much a violation of the rules 
of the school board for a principal to induce 
‘a parent or some third party to do the whip- 
ping ag it would be were he to do it himself,” 
Supt. Cooley said. “I will not tolerate a 
violation of even the spirit of the rule. If I 
find that any of the school principals have 
been getting others to whip children I shall 
deal with them summarily.”’ . 

The letters of complaint weré inspired by 
the revelations made during the recent trial 
i  Principa- 
Hatch testified that he had been authorized 
to whip one of his pupils by the lad’s father. 

“It makes no difference how many fathers 
authorize the use of corporal punishment,;’ 
declared a board member, “ it must not 
used. Parents have no right to request prin- 
cipals to violate the rules of the school board. 
The rules, on the other hand, do not give a 
principal the right to whip a pupil upon re- 
ceiving the parents’ permission), We will not 
permit our principals to become family flog- 
gers. When we want bruisers: we will hire
